8 . I believe the DCI's acceptance would be beneficial to CIA aid to 
the University of Indiana. 

9 . Should the DCI not find it possible to accept, the Agency might 
still benefit to same degree if General Cabell, Mr . Aaory, Dr. Kent, or 
Mr. Helms would participate in the Conference . 

10. KBCOHife^DATICW: That the DCI accept the invitation; if this is 
not practicable, that General Cabell, Mr. Amory, Dr. Kent, or Mr. Helms 
participate in the Conference.
